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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 3, 4, 7-21, and 24-26 have been cancelled; therefore, Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 22-23 are 
currently pending in application 10/064,950. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the 
prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability 
shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wasilewski et al. (US 2002/0105665 Al) in view of Official Notice. 

4. As per independent Claim 1, Wasilewski discloses a method of transferring a computer file 
from a first storage media to a blank media , comprising: displaying transaction types for 
selection (Fig. 1 , Display; Fig. 5, user specifies product or service), the transaction types 
comprising a transfer computer file from portable electronic device to blank media 
transaction type (Fig . 5 ) ; accepting a selection of the transfer computer file from portable 
electronic device to blank media transaction type (Fig. 5); displaying blank media types for 
selection; accepting a selection of a type of blank media (Fig.5, user would have to select a 
hard copy, or select desired storage media); charging a transaction fee (Fig.5); processing a 
payment (Fig.5, customer selects and uses payment option); establishing a direct 
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communication link to a portable electronic device through an USB port, an RF port, an IR 
port or an RS-232 port (Figs. 1-3, 5, Camera and system direct link; Para 0056, Kiosk can be 
equipped with peripherals to read digital image files from various sources such as memory 
cars and portable storage devices like memory sticks - such device require equivalent ports 
as claimed - and thus would be equivalent to the claimed general peripheral); reading the 
computer file from the first storage media]_transferring the computer file from the first 
storage media into an internal memory (Fig.5, Kiosk obtains image data and can be viewed 
and edited - inherent memory); writing the file from the internal memory into the blank 
media to provide information to the media resulting in an information carrying media, the 
information carrying media being an electronic media or a sheet media (Fig.5); and 
dispensing the information carrying media through a dispenser to a user (Fig.5). 

5. Wasilewski discloses completing a transaction with a user for products and services - to 
include dispensing image products created by obtaining image data and transferring it to a 
media type (Fig.5, Para 0068); however, Wasilewski fails to disclose completing a purchase 
transaction for blank media. 

6. However, Official Notice is taken that vending a wide variety of goods (to include paper / 
blank media) through the use of automated machines was well known at the time the 
invention was made (See teaching reference - CARRIER, US 1723541 A), and it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to sell any 
number of available goods (blank media) that would be easily adapt to a vending/kiosk sales 
system/apparatus (The system disclosed by Wasilewski would already contain the blank 
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media) (See KSR [127 S Ct. at 1739] "The combination of familiar elements according to 
known methods is likely to be obvious when it does no more than yield predictable results."). 

7. Wasilewski fails to expressly disclose the first storage media being within and controlled by 
the portable electronic device . 

8. However, Wasilewski does disclose the ability to connect and receive data from a wide 
variety of peripheral devices (portable devices) through a variety of ports included in the 
system (Figs. 1-3, 5). 

9. Furthermore, the Applicant discloses that portable electronic devices commonly collected 
and transferred digital images at the time the invention was made (Para 0002 - Related Art) 

10. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have included wherein the transfer of the computer file from the first 
storage media is controlled by the (a) portable electronic device, as disclosed by the 
Applicant in the system disclosed by Wasilewski, for the advantage of providing a method of 
transferring a computer file from a first storage media to a second storage media, with the 
ability to increase usability of the system by providing multiple ways of transferring data into 
the system (See KSR [127 S Ct. at 1739] "The combination of familiar elements according to 
known methods is likely to be obvious when it does no more than yield predictable results."). 

1 1 . As per Claim 2, Wasilewski discloses wherein the sheet media is paper (Figs. 1-3, 5). 

12. As per Claim 5, Wasilewski discloses establishing another communication link over a 
computer network to a remote computer, wherein the blank media is controlled by the remote 
computer (Figs. 1-5, network connection availability). 
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13. As per Claim 6, Wasilewski discloses wherein the computer network is the internet (Figs. 1- 
3, 5; Para 0009 and 0011). 

14. As per independent Claim 22, Wasilewski discloses a system for transferring a computer 
file from a first storage media, the system comprising: a display configured to display 
available transaction types to a user (Fig. 1, Display); a data input device configured to allow 
a user to select transaction types ( Fig.5, User selects product/service); a sheet media (Fl-3, 5, 
Printed Hardcopy) distribution device for distributing a sheet storage media, the sheet media 
distribution device configured to distribute information carrying sheet storage media ((Fig.5, 
Printed Hardcopy), an electronic media distribution device for distributing a portable 
electronic media, the electronic media distribution device configured to distribute 
information carrying electronic storage media (Fig.5, desired storage media); a first media 
read/write interface for coupling to the first storage media; a payment interface for accepting 
payment for a transaction in which the computer file is transferred from the first storage 
media to the sheet storage media or the electronic storage media (Figs. 1-3, 5); and a portable 
electronic device interface, wherein the portable electronic device interface directly 
establishes a communication link through an IR port, an USB port, or a RS-232 port (Figs. 1- 
3,5, Camera and system direct link) and, wherein the portable electronic device is in 
communication with the sheet storage media or the electronic media through the 
communication link (Figs. 1-3, 5; Para 0056, Kiosk can be equipped with peripherals to read 
digital image files from various sources such as memory cars and portable storage devices 
like memory sticks - such device require equivalent ports as claimed - and thus would be 
equivalent to the claimed general peripheral). 
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15. Wasilewski discloses completing a transaction with a user for products and services - to 
include dispensing image products created by obtaining image data and transferring it to a 
media type (Fig. 5, Para 0068); however, Wasilewski fails to disclose completing a purchase 
transaction for blank media. 

16. However, Official Notice is taken that vending a wide variety of goods (to include paper / 
blank media) through the use of automated machines was well known at the time the 
invention was made (See teaching reference - CARRIER, US 1723541 A), and it would have

18. However, Wasilewski does disclose the ability to connect and receive data from a wide 
variety of peripheral devices (portable devices) through a variety of ports included in the 
system (Figs. 1-3, 5). 

19. Furthermore, the Applicant discloses that portable electronic devices commonly collected 
and transferred digital images at the time the invention was made (Para 0002 - Related Art) 

20. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have included wherein the transfer of the computer file from the first 
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storage media to the sheet storage media or the electronic storage media is controlled by a 
portable electronic device connected to the portable electronic device interface, as disclosed 
by the Applicant in the system disclosed by Wasilewski, for the advantage of providing a 
method of transferring a computer file from a first storage media to a second storage media, 
with the ability to increase usability of the system by providing multiple ways of transferring 
data into the system (See KSR [127 S Ct. at 1739] "The combination of familiar elements 
according to known methods is likely to be obvious when it does no more than yield 
predictable results."). 

21. As per Claim 23, Wasilewski discloses wherein the sheet storage media is paper and the 
sheet media distribution device is a digital photocopier (Figs. 1-3, 5). 

Response to Arguments 

22. Applicant's arguments filed 1/2/2009, with respect to Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 22-23, have been 
considered but are moot based on the new grounds of rejection. 

23. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office 
action.
